In addition, 
many residents requested copies of 
the questionnaire. 

Perhaps the unusually heavy re- 
sponse is due to a greater civic con- 
sciousness in Narberth. But we're 
afraid not. Rather, we think, there 
are some conditions so obviously in 
need of correction that our resi- 
dents needed only a slight jog— in 
the form Of a qtiestionrraire-^txHn- 
spiie them to open lire. 

Although the formal report on 
the survey will not be made until 
Business Council's February meet- 
ing, we learned last night in talk- 
ing to Chairman Dunne that the 
suggestions and criticisms made by 
those who replied include many 
that are practical and helpful. 

Some, of course, are not in the 
province of the Business Council. 
There are some people, for exam- 
ple, who would like to see Narberth 
have a better railroad station; 
others who urge that an underpass 
be built at Essex Avenue. 

But, there are other suggestions 
which are eminently practical and 
which the merchants as a group 
car do something about. These in- 
clude such things as prompt snow 
removal in the business district, 
keeping sidewalks and store fronts 
tidy, seeing to it that bicycles, emp- 
ty crates and other obstacles be 
kept off the sidewalks. 

Then, of course, there are nu- 
merous criticisms and suggestions 
directed at individual stores. These, 
Mr, Dunne told us, will not be 
made public, but will be turned 
ov«r to the merchant concerned. 
That policy is understandable, at 
least to the extent that some con- 
ditions may, for financial or other 
reasons, be beyond the merchant's 
ability to change. 

On the other hand in a few cases 
that we know about, it occurs to us 
that the pressure of public opinion 
might be just the thing the mer- 
chant needs to wake him up. 

"We don't know whether anyone 
mentioned it in the survey, but we 
have always been sorry that Nar- 
berth has to have such a desolate 
night-time appearance. A little 
window-lighting - in the stores 
would pick up the town's general 
atmosphere appreciably. It needn't 
be as extensive as the gay display 
of Fred Dannenhauer's record shop 
or as fascinating as that gigantic 
"never-lift" iron that moves ma- 
jestically up and down in Fred 
Carter's window. Even a dim night 
lig;lit in each window would do 
wonders.

million a year and will net the 
company approximately $14,500,000 
after taxes. 



Company officials staled that the 
increase is necessitated by steadily 
mounting costs of operations and a 
sharp decline in the company's rate 
of earnings. 

In the 24 years since the last gen- 
eral increase, they added, there 
have been two general reductions in 
local rates, one for residence sub- 
scribers and one for business users; 
14 reductions in toll and long dis- 
tance rates and several downward 
rale adjustments on various other 
items. 

"The cost of virtually everything 
that goes into'furnishtng telephone 
service has increased greatly since 
the war," Francis J. Chesterman, 
president of the company, said in 
announcing the new rates. "Today, 
our total operating expenses are 
nearly two and one-half times as 
great as they were in 1940. Reve- 
nues' have" 'increased" thrrihg this 
period, but at a substantially lower 
rate than operating expenses. 

"Return on the plant investment 
is now at the lowest level it iias 
been since 1920," he continued. 
"Earnings are continuing to de- 
cline in spite of the company hav- 
ing made every possible operating 
economy. There is no further prac- 
tical way of reducing expenses 
without sacrificing the quality of 
telephone service."

Red Arrow and 
P&W Workers 
Get Pay Increase 

1949 Contracts Have . 
Improved Vacation, 
Insurance Clauses 

The Red Arrow Lines and the 
Philadelphia and Western Railroad 
Company last week granted wage 
increases of 10 cents an hour plus 
increased vacation and holiday 
benefits to their employes in con- 
tracts which will become effective 
January 1. 

Merritt H. Taylor, president of 
both companies, whose trolleys and 
buses link Haverford and Lower 
Merion Townships and Narberth 
Borough with Upper Darby and 
Norristown, signed the agreements 
with the Transport Workers Union 
(CIO) and the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen. The former covers 
bus drivers, trainmen and mainten- 
ance men of the P. & W. and main- 
tenance workers of the Red Arrow 
Lines. The latter covers bus oper- 
ators and trainmen of the Red 
Arrow Lines. 

The increases boosted the top 
basic hourly rate of trainmen and 
bus operators from $1.25 to $1.35 an 
hour. Raises for maintenance men 
increased the basic rate for this 
group from $1.42 to $1.52 an hour. 

Vacations were expanded to three 
weeks after 10 years' service, in- 
stead of the 20 years' service now 
required. Other benefits received by 
Red Arrow employes include six 
paid hofidaysva- year-,~the=same as 
those received by -P. & W. employes. 

P. & W. trainmen were granted 
an increase in accident and health 
insurance coverage from $100 
monthly for 13 weeks' disability to 
$150 monthly for 52 weeks. Main- 
tenance employes will receive 60 
percent of their normal earnings 
for a 52-week period of disability, 
instead of the previous $100 a 
month for 13 weeks. 

Red Arrow employes also enjoy 
similar benefits. The companies al- 
so granted a bonus of .$50 for 1948 
and a guarantee of at least $25 for 
1949.

Still Needs $2090 

Last-Minute Appeal 
Made by McConaghy 

With less than $2000 needed lo 
reach its $10,000 goal, the Merion 
Fire Company of Ardmore this 
week urged all Ardmore residents 
who have not yet contributed to 
send in their donations. 

"We feel sure the people of Ard- 
more are not going to let us down," 
Joseph P. Tacconelli, chairman of 
the drive, declared. 

The funds raised to date repre- 
sent a return of approximately one 
in ten on 5000 letters sent out at. 
the beginning of the drive, plus do- 
nations given to the volunteer so- 
licitors during an intensive door- 
lo-door canvass which followed the 
letter appeal. 

. John T. McConaghy, president of 
the fire company, said in a last- 
minute appeal to those who have 
not yet contributed: 

"Our men stand ready to protect 
homes and property without regard 
to their own safety or comfort. All 
they ask is that the citizens give 
them the .tools to work with and 
the means to maintain them. 

"The township does not appropri- 
ate funds to keep equipment in 
good shape," lie continued.

We 
don't want taxes boosted, and they 
would be far greater than they are 
now if we did not have citizens 
willing to do a fireman's job with 
out pay. I hate to think of lives 
needlessly lost and unnecessary de 
struct ion of property caused mere- 
ly because our equipment failed."

Funds raised 
will be used for the liquidation of 
a $5000 debt and for the purchase 
of new equipment.
